The Johnson Bill Attacked in 
Committee 


As a Menace to the Re- 
serve Fund. 


Yesterday’s Proceedings in Both 
Houses. 


Sonators Peffer and Stewart Rivals for Recog- 
nition—The Lee Mantle Case Again 
Today—The Chinese Ques- 
tion Broached.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 24—(By the 
Associated Press.) For two and a 
quarter hours this morning, the Com- 
mittee on Banking and Currency dis- 
cussed Representative Johnson's Dill 
providing for the exchange of treasury 
notes for government bonds. The com- 
mittee then adjourned until next Tues- 
day, when the author of the bill hopes 
decisive action may be taken on it. 
The bill encountered the opposition of 
Messrs. Sperry of Connecticut and 
Warner of New York, who argued that 
the scheme opened a new channel for 
the depletion of the gold holdings of 
the treasury. It is said that if the bill 
became a law, the holders of bonds 
would exchange them for treasury notes 
and then demand gold for the notes. 
To this, Representative Johnson re- 
sponded that the only occasion that 
would induce the holders of bonds, 
themselves redeemable in gold and com- 


for currency of any kind, would be just 
such an urgency as that now wpon the 
nation. It was a far-fetched objection 
that gold would be demanded for them. 

Representative Brosius of Pennsyl- 
vania had a substitute for Mr. John- 
son’s bill. It proposes to authorize the 
Secretary of the Treasury to issue notes 
in exchange for gold coin. To this, 
Representative Johnson said he had no 
objection as an independent measure, 
but it did not, in his opinion, meet the 
case The people who have gold do not 
have to send to Washington for notes 
in order to pay their debts. Gold itself 
will dg that, but the people who hold 
bonds, especially if they are of large 
denominations, cannot with them dis- 
charge their obligations. 

The Johnson bill was advocated by 
Messrs. Walker, Hall of Missouri and 
Springer, while Representative Cox 
favored it with the substitution of some 
other form of note than treasury notes. 
Messrs. Sperry and Warner supported 
the substitute proposed by Mr. Brosius. 


FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 
EXTRA SESSION. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 24.—(By the 
Associated Press.) SENATE.—The Vice- 
President announced in the Senate to- 
day the appointment of a committee on 
the commemoration of the one hun- 
dredth anniversary of the laying of 
the corner-stone ofthe capitol. Senator 
Stewart took the floor to address the 
Senate, but it was claimed by Senator 
was 
entitled to the floor, having given no- 
tice a day previous to the day when 
the notice was given by Senator Stew- 
art. The latter claimed, however, it 
was not fair to deprive him of his right 
to address the Senate, inasmuch as he 
had been excluded yesterday morning 
by Senator Peffer’s resolution as to the 
national banks. | 

After some colloquy the Vice-Presi- 
dent ruled that, having recogriized the 
Senator from Neva¥a, he was now un- 
der the painful necessity of giving 
him the floor, This ruling was not ac- 
quiesced in by thé Kansas Senator, who 
insisted upon his own right. Senator 
Harris of Tennessee came to the res- 
cue of the Vice-President’s ruling; and 
declared that no previous notice of in- 
tention to address the Senate gave the 
Senator any sort of right to the floor. 

The Vice-President finally said that, 
as he had recognized the Senator from 
Nevada, that the Senator was entitled 
to the floor. Senator Stewart, having 
thus carried his point, offered to yield 
the floor if the Senator from Kansas 
desired very much to address the Sen- 
ate now. Senator Peffer then began 
his speech. 

He held that the present troubles had 
not been caused by any lack of confi- 
dence on the part of the people, but it 
had been caused by practical treason 
on the part of a class which, he hoped, 
would be relieved from the responsi- 
bility of stealing from the people. Al- 
| luding to the suggestion by protection- 
ists that fear as to changes in the tariff 
had much to, do with the panic, he asked 
what feais had the farmers, mechanics 
or clerks of the country that manu- 
facturing establishments were in dan- 
ger from the present administration? 
He insisted that now, and for the last 
half dozen years, the failures of manu- 
facturing establishments did not come 
from any prospective tariff policy, but 
from want of orders. The people had 
no money to buy goods, and orders 
were slackened. There was no danger 
of free trade, unless that fright was 
forced on the people. If it were forced, 
every custom-house would be razed, 
and, from that time on, trade with all 
the world would be free. That was 
where the country was drifting, and 
the men behind the scheme today were 
the men who were hastening that con- 
summation. If the farmers of the coun- 
try had to compete with pauper labor, 
manufacturers could do it; and they 
would have to do it before the fight 
ended. “What was fair to the farmer 
was fair to the manufacturer. 

At 2 p.m., the morning hour having 
expired, the Vice-President announced 
the question before the Senate to be the 
motion to lay on the table Senator 
Manderson’s motion to reconsider the 
vote of yesterday, declaring that Lee 
Mantle was not entitled to a seat from 
Montana. An effort was,made by Mr. 


j Manderson to have the vote’ postponed , 


quality to, gold as well as silver. Un- 
conditional repeal of the Sherman law 
would mean @ gold standard, and, as 
far as he was Concerned, the Sherman 
law would never be repealed, unless 
the law ef our fathers was restored to 
the statute books. He criticised Sen- 
ator Voorhees for what he called “his 
political apostasy,’ and, drifting into 
a discussion Of his own resolution as 
to the national banks violating the 
law in refusing to pay depositors’ 
checks in currency, Senator Peffer said 
he did not mean to censure the Sec- 
retary of thé Treasury or the Comp- 
troller—he merely wanted an official 
statement of facts. He believed that 
in the present consideration of things, 
the New York banks had done just 
what they Ought to have done. 

Senator Allen addressed the Senate 
in support of his amendment to add 
to the Voorhees bill a provision for 
free coinage @t the ratio of 16 to 1, and 
for the coinage, without unnecessary 
delay, of the silver bullion now owned 
by the govermment. He went on to 
argue against the unconditional re 
peal of the Sherman law. which, he 
said, was the last barrier between the 
patriotic and industrious classes of 
people and the gamblers of Lombard 
street and Wall street, who would, for 
private gain, tarn the world back Inte 
the gloom of the dark ages, with all the 
attendant evils and misery. The Peo- 
ple’s party was not clamoring for sil- 
ver because it preferred it to gold, but 
because there Was not enough gold in 
the world to do the world’s work. The 
high-sounding, useless declaration 
about the intended return to bimetal- 
lism attached to the Finance Com- 
mittee bill could not betray the Peo- 
ple’s party into supporting repeal. 
They have it in their power to make 
better terms. 

Adjourned. 

HOUSE.—The five-minute debate on 
the Wilson bill began this morning with 
a speech by Representative Waugh for 
repeal, as in the interest of bimetal- 
lism. 

Representative Somers favored bi- 
metallism, but. would vote for uncondi- 
tional repeal. 

Representative Johnson spoke for sil- 

Representative Pickler asked unani- 
mous consent to change the existing 
rules so as to take a vote Monday on 
the amendment confining free coinage 
to the American product. Objected to. 
He then tried to arrange for a vote on 
the American product free coinage 
proposition, “after the Wilson bill 
passed, but objection was again made. 
He then procéeded to criticise President 
Cleveland as being under English in- 
fluence. 

Messrs. Lucas and Hartman spoke 
for free coinage, and Mr. Bartholdt de- 
clared for repeal. Representative Houck 
favored unconditional repeal, and Rep- 
resentative Heard spoke against the 
Wilson bill. 

Representative Wilson of Ohio, al- 
though admitting the difficulty of do- 
ing g0, was-in favor of the government 
continuing the double standard of value. 
Representative Caruthers of Kentucky 
indorsed every word of the President's 
message, and stood to cast his yote for 
repeal. Representative Dingley of 
Maine advocated the repeal of the pur- 
chasing clause. He had voted for the 
Sherman bill only because it contatned 
a restriction that would postpone the 
evil day. 

Representative Pence of 
fnade a very humorous speech, 
in which he said he had been 
taught by Senator Voorhees and 
by Representatives Cooper and By- 
num his present attitude on the sil- 
ver question, and right well they had 
taught hirh. His lessons had started 
him on a course from which he would 
not turn his face by reason of the offer 
of “‘pie’’ from the administration. He 
reminded Mr. Bynum of the time when 
he, Mr. Black of Pennsylvania and Mr. 
Wilson of West Virginia wére adver- 
tised to make a tour through the coun- 
try for the purpose of organizing Dem- 
ocratic clubs. How warmly the people 
of Denver had treated these gentlemen. 
The gentleman from Indiana (Mr. By- 
num) had addressed the largest audi- 
ence that had ever assembled in Den- 
ver. In his speech the latter had said: 
“T have always been in favor of the 
free coinage of silver. I have voted 
for free coinage from the time the 
question came before , and I 
will do so every time the question 
comes up.” (Laughter and applause.) 
He (Pence) trusted that the teacher 
would not rebuke the pupil when the 
latter ventured to tell him that the 
question had now come up. (Applause 
and laughter.) The gentleman from In- 
diana had taught him (Pence) his les- 
sons and he declined to retreat from 
their teachings. (Applause.) 

Representative Loud of California 
criticised the President and the Demo- 
cratic administration for their actions 
relative to the execution of the Geary 
law. Representative Hagar twitted the 
Democrats upon their dissensions on 
the silver question, and suggested that 
confidence would be restored if the 
people knew that the'party was also 
divided upon the tayiff question. Rep- 
Tesentatives Johnson and Avery spoke 
in favor of repeal, and then the House 
took a recess until 8 o’clock. 

At the evening session Representa- 
tive Swanson of Virginia favored car- 
rying out the Chicago platform. Rep- 
resentative Maddox of Georgia op- 
posed the Wilson bill and spoke for 
free silver, as did &lso Mr. Grady of 
North Carolina. Representative Kem of 
Nebraska (Pop.) favored free coinage. 
Mr. Murray, the only colored Repre- 
sentative in this Congress, made a 
strong speech favoring free coinage 
and bimetallism, because, as he said, 
his race believed there was not enough 
moneys as now constituted, in the 
world to act as currency. His race 
combined patriotism with self-interest, 
and was in favor of making up the de- 
ficiency in| circulation, with silver. <Ad- 
joarned.

South Chicago Quivers in 
the Blaze. 


Another Chapter of. Disaster 


from the Lake, 


Blocks of Small Dwellings Burned—A Hun- 
dred Thousand Tons of Coal and 
Millions of Peet of Lum- 
ber on Pire. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 24—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.) A fire which, in extent of 
territory covered, is the largest known 
in this city for many years, began in 
that portion known as South Chicago 
about 5 o'clock this afternoon, and be- 
fore it was brought under con@ol, had 
destroyed over two hundred buildings, 
mostly frame residence structures oc- 
cupied by workingmen 
dered many, hundreds of people home- 
less. 

The fire started in a three-story brick 
building on the corner of Ninety-first 
street and Superior avenue, occupied as 
a residence by William Gillis. It was 
caused by his daughter, who accident- 
ally upset a lamp while heating a hair- 
curling iron. From there it grew rap- 
idly in volume, fanned by a gale from 
the west, and the flames ate their way 
over block after block of small frame 


}residences, until the fire reached the 


lake. 

Within two hours after the fire 
started it had consumed at least five 
blocks of the great industrial section 
of the city. The residents of that por- 
tion of the city were in a panic, second 
only to the one which characterized the 
great fire. As the pine structures in 
which lived the workingmen employed 
in various milis were leveled by the 
roaring) flames, those whose homes had 
not yet fallen fled: with their goods and 
portable chattels. The streets were 
blockaded with wagons containing the 
effects of the frightened people, and 
men, worfen and children fied in all 
directions. 

Before the engines in the district 
could make the slightest impression 
upon the flames, they bounded east- 
ward, between Ninetieth and Ninety- 
first streets, in the direction of the 
lake. House after house went down, 
and soon the First Methodist and Ger- 
man Lutheran churches succumbed. 
Hardly had these structures gone than 
the fire was seen to be blazing in a 
dozen places further east, and the 
brands being carried long distances by 
a furious wind. The assistant marshal 
in charge of that district, seeing that 
the utmost efforts of the department 
were necessary if the greater part of 
the town was to be saved, notified 
Chief Marshal Swenie of the_condition 
of affairs, and twenty fireengines 
were started down from the main por- 
tion of the city as soon as possible. 

The largest fire-boat, Yosemite, was 
also hurriedly started out on a thir- 
teen-mile trip to the burning 
section. Before it reached the harbor 
at South Chicago, however, the fire had 
eaten away five blocks between Su- 
perior avenue and the lake, and the 
Yosemite turned its attention to the 
immense lumber-yards on the river 
front. By the time additional engines 
began to pull in from the city. a new 
danger was encountered in the veer- 
ing of the wind, which started the fire 
teward a new district. 

Between the river and the district 
in which the flames origihatéd extend 
immense lumber yards and the lumber 
docks along the Calumet River and 
harbor. The burned territory is just 
north of the business center of South 
Chicago, and was given up almost ex- 
clusively , to residences. The fire 
sprang from the ruins of the Gillis 
house to the cottage adjoining on the 
west, the brands being carried to a 


j building at the corner of Buffalo ave- 


nue and Ninety-frst street. 
further west there soon started a 
blaze which spread north and south 
on Buffalo avenue, while the original 
fire raged along Ninety-first street and. 
Superior avenue, soon becoming a per- 
fect tornado of flame. 

One dwelling after another went 
with incredible rapidity, and after the 
churches named above had been de- 
stroyed, it was seen that the fire must 
have spread to the docks from which 
it was anxiously desired to keep it. 

The fears of the firemen were well- 
founded, and before dozens of engines 
had made much headway, the immense 
docks of the Sunday Creek Coal] Com- 
pany were burning. Over one hundred 
thousand tons of coal were stored in 
these bins, and the fireboat Yosemite 
brought to bear all its powerful streams 
in an endeavor to head off the flames. 
A few minutes kater, A. R. Peck’s lum- 
ber yards were seen to burning, and 
now the real great battle of the fire- 
men with the flames hegan, for they 
had only by this time succeeded in 
eoncentrating a suffictent number of 
engines to begin to make an impression 
on the terrific fire. 

From this time on, the forces of the 
ffremen gradually increased. and the 
flames Avere slowly brought under con- 
trol. By.8 o'clock, the work of nearly 
forty engines, besides the fireboat, had 
told, and the coal in the Sunday Creek 
docks and Peck’s lumber yard were the 
only places where the fire was still up- 
permost, and in a@ short time it was 
practically under control.

The other citizens of South Chicago 
rallied to the relief of the homeless 
at once, and houses were thrown open 
in all directions to the sufferers from 
the fire, so that none of them had 
to camp in the streets tonight. South 
Chicago is almost entirely a manufac- 
turing district, the Illinois Steel Com-._ 
pany’s mill being one of the principal 
industries of the place, employing about 
six thousand men. The river front 
and lake shore are occupied for a 
long distance by immense lumber and 
coal yards and shipping docks.

Altgeld and his 
staff, until it reached the Illinois bulld- 
ing, where they dropped out and the 
Governor reviewed the procession from 
the front portico. Aft the conclusion of 
the parade Gov. Altgeld and staff held 
a reception in the Illinois State build- 
ing. 

The day wound up this evening 
with a magnificent illumination and one 
of the grandest displays of fireworks 
yet seen. Among the set pieces was 
one showing the facade of the Illinois 
State building, 69x40 feet in size, con- 
taining 12,000 separate burning pieces, 
and the Lincoln monument at Spring- 
field, 40 feet each way. Interest in the 
great stock exhibit is increasing. g

FREE COINAGE. 


An Enthusiastic [leeting in New 
York. 


Gen. Warner and Congressmen Bartine and 
Bryan Among the Speakers—Bryan 
Defends the West—Resolu- 
tions Adopted. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 24—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) Three thousand people 
listened tonight at Cooper Union to 
speeches in behalf of free coinage of 


Hon. John G. Boyd. Richard Lacey 
was made chairman, and delivered a 
brief address. The claim, he said, that 
under free coinage silver money would 
shrink in value was absurd. Gen. A. J. 
Warner made a speech in which he said 
that the panic was caused, not by the 
fall of silver, but by the rise of gold. 
It has risen at an unprecedented rate 
since 1873, and its rise is sure to be ac- 
celerated. In conclusion, he denounced 
the gold conspirators in warm lan- 
guage, and the audience applauded him 
roundly. 

A committee reported resolutions 
which were adopted unanimously. 
they declare the attempt to reduce 
the world’s specific supply of gold 
alone has fictitiously increased the 
value of gold for the sole benefit of 
wealthy creditors. 

hey also declare that the real and 
only.cause of the present financial dis- 
tress is the greedily inspired attempt 
to foist upon the commercial world a 
single gold standard. 

Congressman Bartine, of Newada 
traced the history of silver and proph- 
esied that disaster would follow the total 
demonetization of the white metal. 
€éngressman Bryan of Nebraska said 
he wanted it understood the people of 
the West were lovers of law and 
order. The people of New York 
through their representatives in Con- 
gress, were striving to strike down 
the greatest industry in the Rocky 
Mountains, and, at the same tjme, the 
people of Denver were offering to 
send food to New York to feed its 
unemployed.

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 34.—(By the 
Associated Press.) At 2 o'clock this 
afternoon the first spadeful of earth 
was turned for the Midwinter Fair in 
Golden.Gate Park. It was th? occasion 
of much ceremony. Thousands of peo- 
ple were present, business was sus- 
pended in town, schools were closed, 
there was a National Guard parade, a 
salute was fired by the United States 
artillery, and speeches were made by 
prominent citizens. The shipping in 
the harbor was profusely decorated 
with bunting and the afternoon was 
pbserved as a general holiday. The 
$500,000 guarantee fund has been nearly 
all subscribed by the citizens and the 
work of constructing buildings and 
preparing the grounds will proceed 
without interruption until the fair 
opens. 


This afternoon Director-General de 
Young took the first spadeful of earth 
which was put into a silver cup and 
sold at auction-to the highest bidder. 
Five hundred men began work at once 
on the excavations for the site. It is 
expected that a large part of the ex- 
hibits in the Chicago fair will be 
brought out here, as Congress has 
passed a law allowing foreign goods to 
be brought here for exhibition purposes 
without the payment of duty. 

The ceremonies today opened with 
prayer, followed by an address from” 
the president of the day, R. P. Ham- 
mond. M. H. de Young read the re- 
port of the Executive Committee; Gen. 
W. H. L. Barnes delivered an address, 
as did Irwin M. Scott and Rabbi 
Voorsanger. During the ceremony of 
turning the first shovelful of earth a 
falute of fifteen guns was fired and a 
chorus of one thousand voices sang the 
national anthem ‘“America.”’ 

When Director-General de Young 
was introduced to deliver his address 
he was received with great applause. 
His recital of the werk of the commit- 
tee, its adoption of the rules, the award- 
ing of the contract for grading and 
passage of the Midwinter World's Fair 
bill by Congress was received in a most 
enthusiastic manner. When he declared 
that, under any circumstances, the fair 
would be held, the enthusiasm of the. 
pcople was boundless. 

The practical speech of Irving M. 
Scott was also well received. His ref- 
erence to the fact that the fair wou'd 
mark a new epoch in the history of 
the State—the inauguration of an in-. 
dustrial era—was accepted as the key- 
note to the situation. The fair meant 
work for the workingmen and fair 
compensation to the wage earner and 
capitalist. 

The fair will be opened January 1, 
1894, and will continue six months,, to 
June 36.

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 24.—(By the 

Associated Press.) The concluding

estate have completed their labors of 
making an equitable distribution of the 
famous San Pablo rancho in Contra 
Costa county among two hundred and 
fifty and odd claimants. 

The referees found that there were 
17,286 acres in the grant,and they arrived 
at an average valuation of $99.61 for 
each acre, making the total value of 
the property involved $1,721,869. The 
grant was originally the borne of con- 
tention over which the Alvarados and 
Castros fought during the latter days 
of Mexican rule in this State.

The 
treasurer announced a cash balance on 
hand 6f $208.05, and the Room Com- 
mittee reported the work of getting the 
rooms in order to be most satisfactory. 
There is no doubtas totheir being ready 
September 1 for the reception of visit- 
ors, and the matter of pubic dedication 
in the near future is being discussed. 
The public Sunday afternoon meeting 
will be held there September 2, and 
arrangements are being made to seat a 
great number. Over 100 werein at- 
tendance at the First Methodist Church 
last Sunday, and it is thought the at- 
tendance next Sunday at the First 
Baptist Charch will be doubled. 

The matter of beautifying the rooms 
byygpictures, bric-a-brac, fancy work 
and books was brought up. A desire 
was manifested to make the place too 
bright and cheerful for young women 
to resist being drawn into it. There 
will be late magazines, secular papers 
and religious papers; but all of these 
must pass a strict committee in order 
to be admitted. Even magazines sev- 
eral months old willbe new to many 
who frequent the rooms, and no doubt 
there are many families who can gather 
up a desirable assortment of, those 
which, once read, they do not care to 
preserve. The main idea is to make an 
undenominational girls’ home, where 
girls and women of all classes may 
drop in atany time, day or evening, 
and be sure of a welcome and the sense 
of a right to be there. They can take 
their luncheon if they choose; a piano 
is expected, and a gymnasium, and a 
host of equipments for affording a good 
time. The influence of young women 
from every avenue of life is wanted in 
this work. 

One of the most important features, 
upen which action will soon be taken, 
will be the organizing of classes for 
Bible studies, where complete Bible 
training will.be afforded. This will in- 
clude bright Bible ‘talksand addresses 
from thorough Bible students, and 
everything pertaining to Bible lore. 

Physical culture and educational work 
will be followed, under instructors re- 
quired strictly to be Christians; none 
others will be employed. All the En- 
glish branches, sewing, etc, will be 
taught, as the need for them develops.

BUG HUNTERS. 


Off for Lower Cali- 
ornia. 

The San Francisco Chronicle of 
Wednesday says: 

The Academy of Sciences is about to 
start another expedition to Lower Cali- 
fornia for the purpose of finishing up 
the work of collecting and classifying 
the flora and fauna~of that region. 

The expedition will consist of Mr. 
and Mrs. Branegee and Dr. Tzin, and 
ths work is expected to last about 
two months, The section to be ex- 
plored is what is known as the cape re- 
gion, and the party will make a number 
of trips intothe mountains on muleback 
in search of the festive scorpion and 
the interesting spiders that live in that 
part of the globe. 

The academy has sent several expedi- 
tions to Lower California, but none so 
important as this one, and great re- 
suits are expected from it. Both Mr. 
and Mrs. Branegee and Dr. Tizn have 
been down theré a number of times, 
and are pretty well acquainted with the 
country they will have toexplore. Be- 
sides his work on the flora and fauna, 
Dr. Tizn will pay particular attention to 
the Mexican method of fig culture. 

The academy has made friends with 
Senor Don J. I. Limantour, Secretary of 
the Treasury Of Mexico, and as that gen- 
tleman is an enthusiastic student of na- 
ture from a scientific standpoint, he 
takes great interest in the work to be 
done. He has also made arrange- 
ments with the customs officials at 
Guaymas to pass the various dutiable 
goods and materials into the councry 
free of charge. This is a favor never 
obtained before, and, as most of the 
materials required for preserving and 
mounting the specimens collected are 
heavily taxed by the Mexican authori- 
ties, the privilege is no small one. 

After fuishing their work around the 
pe the party will put in some time 
collecting the queer bugs, snakes and 
plants around Guaymas.

The Southern Pacific Ax 
is Still in Use. 


Change of Los Angeles-San Fran- 
cisco Train Service. 


Canadian Pacific Don’t Want to 
Fix Up Rates. 


More Retrenchment on the Terminal Roed— 
That Chamber of Commerce Excur- 
sion— General and Local 
Notes. 


Superintendent J. A. Muir, of the 
Southern Pacific, Los Angeles division, 
is in San Francisco discussing with his 
superior ‘officers the state of affiirs 
down here. His division will greatly 
suffer by the proposed new reduction of 
wages and forces, It is said that every 
man not indispensable to the operation 
and maintenance of the Southern Pa- 
cific system will be discharged. Econ- 
omy such as has never been practiced 
before will be the key to. the policy of 
the system. No construction work is 
to be done. No repairs are to be 
made, where the system can rea- 
sonably get along without repairs. 
The truth of the matter is that the 
Southern Pacific Company is in sore 
financial straits. It needs money, but 
it does notappear to be securing it. 
bron Pacific officials say that the 

stem is doing a good business, but 
that they cannot get their pay for serv- 
ices performed. Goods remain an- 
called for in many instances, the con- 
signees being unable to pay the freight 
charges. Forthree months past the 
company has been economizing in many 
ways, and has been reducing its force 
wherever this could be done withont 
crippling the service; but all this was 
preliminary to what is to come.. There 
is not a department inthe company 
which is not to suffer now. The fiat has 
gone forth, and presumably it is Hant- 
ington’s fiat. 

e Chronicle quotes a high official ef 
the road as saying: ‘‘We are obliged 
to economize in every department. 
The operating department will be ron 
with the minimum necessary to keep up 
the system. We shall dispense with the 
s¢rvices of as many clerks here at 
Fourth and Townsend streets as possi- 
ble, and the reduction will apply to all 
points on the system. With those 
already out andthose to go fully two 
thousand less men vill be employed by 
the company.”’ 

The same paper says: ‘Train serv- 
ice will be reduced atevery point. A 
new change is shown by the time ¢ard. 
This affects trains Nos. 17 and 18, run- 
ning between this city and Los Angeles. 
The incoming train will arrive an hour 
later, and the outgoing trafh will reach 
Los Angeles an hour and a half later 
than formerly. These trains were put 
on a year ago, and run on the new road 
on the west side of the San Joaquin. 
They have been considered fast trains, 
and have made but two stops 
between Tracy and.Mendota, mixed 
trains, serving to accommodate 
the passenger travel at other sta- 
tions. The mixed trains will be dis- 
continued and will ron as freights, 
while trains 17 and 18 will stop at all 
stations. This will lessen the expendi- 
ture of the service a little, while 
increasing the time between San Fran- 
cisco and Los Angeles. 

“The section hands at many places 
have been laid off, the company con- 
tenting itself with a track walker to 
see that no great defect in roadbed or 
rails exists. Material reductions at the 
shops in Sacrameuto and West Oakland 
will be made. Only the employees 
absolutely necessary to do repair work 
will be retained: 

‘It is said by’railway men that 4000 
would be much nearer the number of 
men who have lost or will lose employ- 
ment with the Southern Pacific, and 
that the company is much nearer a 
receivership than ever before in its 
history.’’

Good Out of Evil. 

There is one result of the hard times 
which characterize the present that 
the general public will not regard with 
regret, and that is the tendency which 
is manifesting itself toward a turn in 
the tide of emigration, which is even 
now setting in toward Europe—a return 
tide of the pauper element, which, for 
s0 many years, has drifted steadily to- 
ward our shores, bringing here a poor 
and poverty-stricken class of laborers 
who have drifted into our mining re- 
gions, crowding out native labor, and 
bringing the wages of the miner down 
to the very lowest rates, and thus driv- 
ing out all enterprising American labor 
from the fields occupied ‘by these ig- 
norant aliens. 

But as the mines shut down—the 
great coal mines of Pennsylvania and 
the West—these ignorant foreigners, 
who have been in sympathy with all 
the strikes and revolutionary move- 
ments in their midst, are, for a wonder, 
turning their faces backward to their 
native land, and large numbers of Poles 
and Italians are considering the possi- 
Bility of shaking off the dust of their 
feet against us and returning to en- 
counter again the ill-paid toil and the 
low conditions of life which was theirs 
in the land of their fathers. | 

This sort of “‘change’’ is one that the 
American people may welcome, al- 
though this class must be hard driven 
indeed when the outlook seems brighter 
to them on their native soil than here 
in this land of freedom and independ- 
ence. 

But we may welcome even this small 
good which comes out of the evil of 
the present financial depression, and 
may hope that the story of these de- 
parting aliens may have a tendency to 
stay somewhat, in the future, the great 
tide of pauper immigration which has 
so seriously threatened the well-being 
of the laboring classes of America. If 
this should result, we may well feel 
that the law of compensation holds 
good, and be not wholly downcast over 
the economic situation as it confronts 
us. We may find that experience is a 
wise teacher in national, as well as in 
individual, affairs, and if we but heed 
its lessons, we shall do well. 


The Decadence of Motherhood. 
The remarkable statement is made 
that the child population of Oakland, 
San Francisco, Sacramento and San 
Jose shows a falling off every year by 
the school census, while the gross popu- 
lation of these cities increases. It is 
well known that in most of the cities 
of France the deaths exceed the births, 
and it has been stated that the popula- 
tion of New York would decrease every 
year were it not for the large stream 
of immigration which constantly pours 
into that city. The public was not, 
» generally aware that such a 
state of affairs existed in the cities of 
this new Western land, where there is 
80 much elbow-room for newcomers. 
Various causes have been assigned for 
the shrinkage which has taken place of 
late years in the size of American fam- 
ilies. Sacramento Record-Union 
moralizes upon the subject as“follows: 
“Truly, the drift of women into busi- 
ness, the idea that to sell tape and 
hammer a typewriter are more polite 
occupations than house 
Service; the rushing of girls into trade 
and shop—these are having their effect. 
Domesticity is discounted, and child- 
ring is out of fashion. Is it any 
wonder that an Eastern minister, the 
other day, should, from the pulpit, 
claiming three hundred people as com- 
municants at its altar, bemoan the fact 
that in a whole year not a single fresh 
soul had been born into the congrega- 
tion? If we put up the bars against 
immigration, this awful vice of non- 
maternity because of business training 
unfitting women for motherhood, will 
stare us so boldly im the face as to 
Startie.”’ 

Besides the cause mentioned, there is 
another one, to which reference ifs sel- 
dom made. This is the difficulty of se 
curing household help at a reasonable 
price in the United States, especially in 
the western part of the country. A 
family which, in Europe, would, under 
the same circumstances, employ two 
Servants to assist -in the household 
labors, is here compelled to do without 
any, and the work consequently all falls 
upon the wife and mother. Hence we 
see SO Many prematurely old and worn- 
out women on our farms, women whose 
capacity for enjoyment is gone long 
before the husband reaches a point 
where he thinks he can afford to alow 
his wife a relaxation, if, indeed,” that 
day ever arrives. In the city, the 
round of household duties may not be 
quite so burdensome as in the country, 
but they are still too heavy when they 
must be performed single-handed, in 
addition to the ceaseless labor and anx- 

- fety of raising a family, with an occa- 
sional spell of sickness thrown in. It is 
small wonder that under such circum- 
stances the average American woman, 
who has to carry the entire weight’ of 
the household upon her shoulders, is 
apt to regard with* something like a 
Shudder the prospect of an increasé in 
the family circle.

The United States of the World. 

The utopian idea of an “United 
States of the World” is advocated by 
juy C. Sibley, a Denver attorney, in 
the American Journal of Politics. He 
says that now when it has been abso- 
lutely demonstrated that this idea , 
could never be carried out by the 
theory of universal conquest, as Alex- 
ander, Caesar, Mohammed and _Napo- 
leon dreamed of, nor by the imprac- 
tical doctrine of extending the spir- 
itual and temporal influences of the 
church, untilan hierarchy should domi- 
nate independent States and make mere 
puppets of their rulers, it is about 
time for the nations to come together 
under a general plan of confederation. 
The best plan, he says, for establish- 
ing a union of all the governments of the 
earth would be for the United States, 
by accretion, to admit them one by 
one, until we should have the “United 
States of the World” instead of the 
“United States of America.” Unfor- 
tunately, the world is not sufficiently 
advanced and educated up to that 
point where the “greatest constitu- 
tional republic’ that the world has 
ever seen could alone undertake the 
work. The next best plan would 
be for all the governments of the 
earth to organize a great con- 
federation of States and estab- 
lish supreme government under 
a written constitution. This would be 
nothing more. than the. expanding of 
the same principles that have for so 
long a time obtained in the making 
of treaties. 

As a model he would, of course, 
adopt the Constitution of the United 
States. He draws attention to the 
fact that the Roman Empire was com- 
posed of a large number of small na- 
tions, and so are the empires of Russia 
and Germany of today. If the eight 
leading powers of the world should 
come together in such a bond of na- 
tional fellowship, the smaller powers 
would, he says, eventually come into 
the league from self-interest alone. 
Mr.* Sibley even goes so far as to 
suggest a constitutional convention to 
meet in Chicago on July 4, 1900, the 
proceedings to be carried on in En- 
glish, French and Spanish. He paints 
the following rose-colored picture of 
the condition of affairs that would 
prevail under the new form of gov- 
ernment: 

“What a magnificent spectacle to 
usher in the new century! A body of 
delegates from all nations of the world 
in convention assembled to frame 
a governmental code for the world! 
What single event in human affairs 
could 
of all good men as the contemplation 
of such a work’? ‘Under that great 
constitution, as under the American, 
there would be no religious qualifica- 
tions for citizenship or holding office. 
The Christian, the Jew, the Moham- 
medan, the Buddhist, wise and true 
men from Iceland. India, China, Pata- 
gonia and the Soudan, and from the 
great civilized nations of the world, 
all would sit together in legislative 
canclave. Under that great constitu- 
tion we should never again hear of 
partitioning one of the States of the 
republic of the world, except by its 
own consent. A war would be viewed 
with that same horror with which we 
now regard the Inquisition. It would 
be as unusual and absurd to mention 
or contemplate war between Russia 
and England, or between France and 
Germany, as it would be to speak of 
war between Texas and New York, 
or between Alabama and Illinois. Un- 
der that great constitution there could 
be no tariff laws, restricting and ham- 
pering commerce, but nations woul 
sell each in the other’s marts where 
the best price could be had, and would 
buy where they could purchase the 
cheapest. The expenses of the su- 
preme government would then be paid 
from the sale of public lands, for the 
government would then own that en- 
tire portion of the earth which is un- 
inhabited, and which has not already 
become a part of some nation. The 
expenditures of the government, eco- 
nomically administered, could hardly 
exceed those of the United States of 
America today, for there would be no 
fraudulent pension claims, no stand- 
ing armies and no bounties to be paid. 

“Under the great constitution such 
men as Grover Cleveland, Gladstone, 
Bismarck and Castellar would be nom- 
inated for supreme president, while 
presidents, emperors and kings would 
be elected senators. Ambassadors and 
ministers would be no longer neces- 
sary, and those able men who now 
represent their countries in such ca- 
pacities, together with princes and 
governors of States, would be repre- 
sentatives in the great congresses. 
The Supreme Court would be the high- 
est court of judicature in the world, 
and would determine such matters as 
the ‘Eastern Question’ and the ‘Ber- 
ing Sea Controversy.’ 

If, during the lifetime of the present 
generation, we can advance so far in 
the direction of a universal govern- 
ment as to get leading nations of the 
world to agree to settle disputes by 
arbitration, and to adopt. a uniform 
system of currency, it will be as much 
as any reasonable person can expect. 
Those reforms would go a long way 
toward making of the inhabitants of 
the civilized world one nation, in fact, 
if not in name. 


A subscriber asks whether, if the ad- 
ministration silver measure is defeated 
at the present session, the Engtish rule 
of dissolving Congress and submitting 
the question to the people will be fol- 
lowed; also, if it should be so sub- 
mitted, whether we think the admin- 
istration would be sustained.

SUDDEN DEATH. | 


A. W. Potts Stricken With Rheu- 
matism of the Heart.

For some time past Mr. Potts has 
been in theemploy of the Wilmington 
Transportation Company, and since the 
opening of the seasow has beén at Ava- 
lon. On Wednesday night he was at 
the hotel untill attending 
to business matters, and, after closing np 
everything, retired to his tent. Shortly 
afterward he complained to his wife 
of feeling unwell’ He was seized 
with convulsions, and the alarmed 
wite and daughters sent for Dr. 
Fowler. Whenthedoctor arrived the 
patient was already in extremis, and 
died within ten minutes after Dr. 
Fowler’s arrival, death being caused by 
rheumatism reaching his heart. In the 
morning Mr. Potts had said that his 
hand was troubling him by acute 
rheumatic pains, and bandaged it, but 
he was otherwise apparently in perfect 
health, and was joking with the guests 
about the hotel forty minutes before his 
death.

NEW DIOCESAN SEAL. ~ 
A Classical Design Beautifally Signific 
Executed

“The designing and “adopting of a 
sealfor a diocese of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church is not so easy.a mat. 
ter as the average person might Imagine. 
“The diocese of California bas just 
gone through this experience, and a new 
seal, cut by one of the most noted -jew-~ 
elry houses of New York, is now in use 
— large and influential religious 


“An impression of the new-seal is. 
given herewith. It has the same sym- 
bolism as the individual seal of B 
Nichols, The seal is a pointed ova! 
this being suggested by the form of’ a 
fish, which in early Christian times was 
used as a symbol of Christ, from the fact. 
that the initial letters ef ‘Jesus Christ, 
the Son of God, the Sayiour,’ in Greek 
formed the word for Ash. The shape is 
produced by the intersection of two 
equal circles, each of which passes 
through the center of the other,’ pro- 
during that which is true. The bear- 
ings consist of a golden shield, a bish- 
op’s mitre and a ribbon with the motto, 
‘Pacifica et Impera.’ All of this lies 
on a backgroundof rich purple, the rec- 
ognized color. On the golden shield is 
a group, composed of the Iona cross,. 
with the circle and key, and crozier or 
pastoral staff. Issuing from this group 
are raysofglory. Above this, inthe vu 
per part of the shield, isthe descend- 
ing deve of the Holy Spirit, and below, 
in the base of the shield, in natural col- 
ors, are tke hillie—the earth—suggested 
by part of the arms of the State of 'Cali- 
fornia. The shield, the key and the 
crozier are taken from the arms.of 
Bishop Seabury, the first bishop of the 
church in this country. The Iona cross 
is significant of the deiate succession of 
the Episcopate, as 
Island, from which'succession Bishop 
Seabury received his consecration at 
Aberdeen in 1874. The legend, ‘The 
Prot. Ep. Church in the Diocese of Cal- 
ifornia,’ is placed in letters of gold 
within the outlines of the border, which 
is also in gold. The ground of ‘the bor- 
der, on which are the letters, is of a 
tint in correct, keeping with the purple 
center. 

“The diocese has been furnished a 
finely;executed sketch of the seal in 
colors, which will be useful to archi- 
tects and decorators who may have oc- 
casion to introduce the same into their 
work in the diocese.’’ at

The Young Case Almost 
Concluded. 


A. Verdict Expected in the Cause 
Today.

Convincing Argument by Deputy Dis- 
, trict Attorney Ryan. 


Juiige McKinley Refuses to Grant Either 
’ ‘Party a Divorce in the Lamb vs. 
Lamb Case—A Story of 
Domestic Infelicity. 


This morning argument in the Young 
murder trial will be concluded and the 
cause submitted to the jury. 

The opening session of court yester- 
day was devoted to the closing up of 
the work of taking testimony, and 
shortly before noon Dist.-Atty. Ryan 
arose to make the opening ad- 
@ress in bebalf of the prosecution. The 
courtroom, which had been slowly fill- 
Ing up in the meattime, became un- 
pleasantly crowded as the attorney be- 
gan, and remained so throughout the 
remainder of the day. _ 

Mr. Ryan’s argument lasted about 
two hours, and was listened to with 
much interest by all, the logical se- 
. quences and convincing conclusions 
carrying with them a sense of sincer ity 
and earnestness which was by no means 
without effect upon the jury and lobby. 

The speaker began at the beginning 
and thoroughly reviewed the history of 
the ctime with which the “mac” was 
charged, leaving out none of the de- 
tails of incidents tending to throw the 
weight of the presumption of guilt on 
the balance against the detendant. The 
woman was burned on that night of 
Aprilina singular manner. Her en- 
tire back from, the neck down was 
scorched toa crisp, and the burn, ac- 
cording to the testifony of Dr. McCar- 
thy penetratea to an “unusual depth.

In the opinion of the attorney the 
last remark made was equivalent to an 
admission of tic falsity of the woman’s 
first statement, Then, too, on the one 
hand, Jean’ Lewert had testified for the 
people that he was the first man in the 
O’Brien woman's ‘‘crib’’ after the burn- 
inf, and that the table ee not over- 
turned, but stood in its usual position 
by the wisdow. 

It was tcue that Joe Dockweiler said 
that whea he got into the place that/ 
the tabie had been overturned. The 
preponderence of testimony was 
strong)y in support of the theory of the 
guilt of the defendant. 

Thetable and chair taken from the 
womzu’s room were brought forward, 
and in view of the jury Mr. Ryan pro- 
ceedéd to illustrate the extreme im- 
probability of the theory of the de- 
fense. If the lamp had simply fallen 
to the floor, he argued, the carpet 
would’ have been saturated with oil and 
very likely Vurned, but there had been 
found an indentation on the wall; the 
paper had been cut parti- 
cles of glass had lodged about 
in the crevices of the window 
frame. Some one had deliber- 
ately seized that lamp and thrown 
it with much force, otherwise the paper 
on the wall below the indentation would 
also have been burned. It was fallacy 
and ridiculous to pretend to believe that 
the fire on the floor would make a jump 
up the wall, leave a space of several 
feet of paper untouched and then burn 
upward. 

The statement of the woman that she 
had not been burned through Young's 
viciousness was either made ina spirit 
of morbid sentimentality or from fear 
that, should she recover, Young would 
wreak worse vengeance uponher. It 
was more likely that the last was true, 
for Irene frequently had expressed the 
belief that she would not die.

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YOUNG BROWN HELD 


“To Answer for the Assault 
on Murray. 


Result of

- Luther G. Brown has been held to 
appear before the Superior Court of 
Orange county upon the charge of as- 
sault with a deadly weapon upon the 
person of William Murray. Such was 
the ruling of Justice Humphrey yester- 
day after the examination at Santa 
Ana, after hearing the evidence in the 
case. His bond has been fixed at 

This case was the big event 
of the day in Santa Ana, and attracted 
visitors from all over the county. So 
large was the crowd of spectators at 
the time when the examination was to 
begin, that Justice Humphreys removed 
his court to the Superior Court room. 
Even this new place did not furnish 
comfortable quarters for the throng. 
Standing-room was at a premium, and 
& seat could not be obtained for love 
or money. — 

Messrs. Montgomery of this city and 
McLachlan of Los Angeles represented 
the defendant, while Dist.-Atty. 
Scarborough was assisted by Deputy 
Moody and W. F. Heathman in looking 
after the interests of the prosecution. 
“The. first witness examined was Dr. 
W. B. Wood of Orange, the physician 
who was first called to the bedside of 
the injured man. He testified that 
Murray was injured by 4 wound about 

ree inches long by two and one-half 
nches wide on the left side of the head, 
just above the ear; that the skull wae 
crushed in, and that the brain was ex- 
posed; that on his left shoulder was 4 
large, bruised place, such as might be 
— by being struck with the flat side 
of a spade; that there was @ small scar 
on the top of his head, such as might 
have been made by striking some sharp 
instrument in falling; that the injured 
man was improving, and that the indi- 
cations were quite favorable for his 

ultimate recovery, but, of course, he 
could not tell Mtoe might happen to 
these indications. 

Y. Fulwider, a carpenter 
from -Santa Apa, who was working on 
Murray’s house at the time of the 
trouble, testified that he was working 
on .the porch about seventy-five feet 
from where the men were standing; 
that his attention was attracted to 
them by the sound of a pair of pipe 
tongs striking against a piece of 
water pipe; that when he turned he 
saw Murray push Brown, Sr., back 
on the ground with his left hand; that 

own, Jr., hit Murray on or near 

e shoulder with a spade; that he 
(witness) started for them; that when 
about half way there Brown, Jr., 
struck Murray again, this time on 
the head; that he rushed between 
them: that Brown, Jr. had the spade 
raised again, but dropped it when he 
got between them. That he did not 
hear any person else say anything; 
that the Browns said something when 
he first came up, but he did not re- 
member what it was; that when he 
got to where the men were Murray 

* was lying where he had dropped; that 
Mr. Helwig came and they carried 
him to the house and then called to a 
man down in the fleld to go for a 
doctor. 

On (cross-examination the witness 
said he was 44 years old, lived in Cal- 
ifornia since March 1; came from Mar- 
shall, Ind., and had lived there all his 
life until he started for this State; 
that'he had followed carpentering all 
his life, and had only been working 
for Murray a short time before the 
aay of the trouble occurred; that he 
was working on the west side of the 
porch, was squaring a piece of timber; 
that he did not see the Browns when 
they first came out to work; that he 
saw them only about fifteen minutes 
before Murray went out to where they 
were; that he did not hear any con- 
versation; that he stayed on the porch 
until he saw Brown, Jr. hit Murray, 
then he staried over where they e; 
that he could not tell whether the 
edge or side of the spade struck Mur- 
ray; that Brown, Sr, had pipe tongs 
in both hands when Murray pushed 
him over; that he (witness) did not 
gay anything after he got where the 
men were—not a word; that he did 
not say anything to Brown—either of 
them—or Murray: that he called to 

man down in the field to go for a 
doctor; that he proposed to take him 
ta the house; that Mrs. Murray came 
olit just as they began to gather the 
injured man up; that he (witness) was 
hot excited: that he could not say 
whether or not the defendant and his 
father helped carry Murray into the 
House: that he did not remember that 
the defendant said anything at that 
time. 

-In the afternoon Mr. Fulwider was 
recalled, and considerable of the 
ground gone over during the forenoon 
was reviewed again in the cross-cexam- 
ination. The witness could not remem- 
ber whether or not any person other 
than Mr. Helwig assisted to carry Mur- 
ray to the house; he did not remember 
that Brown, Sr., took hold of Murray's 
head and placed a handkerchief over 
the wound, assisting to carry the in- 

ured man to the house. Neither did 
e remember that Brown, Jr., the de- 
fendant, knelt beside Murray after the 
last blow had been struck, and spoke 
to him. : 

B. R. Helwig was next called. He 
testified that he had lived in El Mo- 
dena since 1884; that he was a farmer, 
but worked at the carpenter trade 
sometimes; that he was working for 
Murray on the 8th day of August— 
was building an addition to his house: 
that he was acquainted with both the 
Rrowns; that he first saw Brown when 
he was going north out through the 
driveway, about a quarter past 5 
o'clock; that. he saw Mrs. Murray go 
out where the Browns were: that he 
a'd nvt mear any conversation: that he 
saw ner come back to the house; that 
during the time Mrs. Murray was 
where the Browns were he heard some 
one call to Mr. Murray, but could not 
tell whose voice it was, but it came 
from the direction of Mrs. Murray; 
that Mrs. Murray remained about two 
or three minutes, when she returned 
to the house; that he did not hear any 
conversation—could hear their voices, 
but could not tell what they said; that 
he saw Brown stoop down, when he 
was pushed over by Murray—back in 
a sitting position; that he saw Brown, 
Jr., raise a spade above his head, and 
then he thought it time to be there to 
stop the fuss; that hewentoutof the 
deor, and by that time Brown, Jr., 
had the spade drawn back over his 
shoulder again;.that he saw him then 
strike Murray on the head: that Mur- 
ray fell; that Brown, Sr., had not at 
that time raised up off the ground, 
that Brown, Jr., was across the ditch; 
that when he ran up to where the 
parties were, Brown, Jr., drew the 
shovel back at him; that he threw up 
the left arm to ward off the blow; 

that he jumped W&ck a couple of feet, 
and picked up a big rock; that Brown, 

Jr., then threw down the spade, and 


‘that they told her they were taking up 


fline of wearing apparel, food or furni- 


house; that Fulwider, Smith and him- 
self carried Murray in the house; that 


he did not see anyone else assist 
them. 
On cross-cxamination the witness 


stated that when they carried Murray 
in the house Mrs. Murray walked in 
front of them and that defendant did 
not assist in carrying Murray, as he 
raid; that defendant did not kneel at 
the side of Murray in the house or out- 
doors and say anything to him; .that 
defendant seemed very badly scared 
after the fight was over. 

Mrs. Murray, the wife of the injured 
man, was next called. She testified 
that she was home August 8; that she 
saw the Browns out on the grounds 
working on the ditch; that they were 
digging on a ditch; that the old gen- 
tleman was working, the young man 
was standing leaning on his spade; 
that she went out where they were and 
asked them what they were doing; 


their own pipe; that she told them she 
thought it was her husband's pipe: 
that Mr. Murray then came out and 
that she went into the house; that be- 
fore she went in she heard some of 
the conversation between her husband 
and the Browns, but it was not of an 
unfriendly nature: that she was in the 
house about five minutes ‘when she 
heard a blow or something which at- 
tracted her attention; that she went 
out at the west door: that the first 
thing she saw were the three men, 
and then she saw her husband lying 
on the ground; that she thought he 
was dead; that Brown, Sr., was stand- 
ing close to the other men; that one 
of her little boys was standing by the 
side of his father; that she picked up 
his head; that the carpenters, herseif 
and Mr. Brown, Sr., carried her hus- 
band into the house; that she thought 
Mr. Brown, Sr., took hold of her hus- 
band’s left limb when he was carried 
in and helped to carry him; that she 
heard Mr. Brown, Jr., say to Mrs. 
Way,‘Aunt Wilby, I did it;’’ that Aunt 
Wilby said, you do it?’’ 
that she did not hear the reply Brown, 
Jr., made; that she had not any con- 
versation with the defendant after the 
fight had occurred; that the defendant 
she thought, followed them into the 
house when they carried her husband 
r) Hag of the lot; that she saw a mat- 
tock, spade, two pair of tongs and 
a hammer when she first went out 
where her husband was lying;ithat one 

of tongs was lying about six 
feet from her husband’s feet: that she 
removed a small pair of tongs and 
hammer next morning from _ the 
grounds; that Ed Way was with her. 
On cross-examination much of the ev- 
idence in the direct examination was 
gone over again. The witness, how- 
ever, testified that Brown, Sr., called 
to her husband, “‘Will, come over here,”’ 
when she objected to him proceeding 
to take up the pipe; that when her 
husband came Brown, Sr., said that his 
(Murray's) wife objected to him 
(Brown) taking up his pipe; that then 
she left and went into the house. 

L. E. Way, an uncle of the defendant, 
was called, and testified that he was 
not 4 witness to the fight: that he was 
not on the grounds until next morning; 
that Mrs. Murray requested him to 
carry away the tools then lying on the 
ground where her husband was lying; 
that he did so. When shown the tools, 
he recognized them as being the same 
or very much like the ones he removed 
from the lot. 

T. N. Smith’s testimony was substan- 
tially the same as that given by Messrs. 
Fulwider and Helwig. He did not, how- 
ever, see as much ef the fight as either 
of the other gentlemen. He thought 
Mrs. Murmy stood the ordeal very well; 
thought she did not “take on” any 
more than some men might. 
Mrs. W. M. Way testified that she 
was at Mr. Murray’s home about half 
past 4 o'clock on the evening of the 8th 
of August; that she saw Browns 
about 5 o’clock in Murray’s back yard: 
that Mrs.’Murray was with them then; 
t Mrs. Murray came in the house, 
and when the noise attracted their at- 
tention, they both started out where 
the men were; that she had a conver- 
sation with Brown, Jr.; that Brown, 
Jr., said, “Aunt Welby, I did it;’’ that 
she asked him what he did it for; that 
he answered, “That he called me a 
d—— s—— a b— and knocked 
my father down;’ that she met Brown, 
Jr., again, afterward, on the road, and 
that he appeared very much worked up 
over the result; that she heard him say 
to his father, “Father, what will be- 
come of all of us?"’ and that his father 
answered, “I don’t know.” : 

Upon t conclusion of the evidence 
of Mrs. ay, the prosecution stated 
that they had no other evidence except 
Mr. Murray himself, and as he was not 
able to attend court or even give,in his 
evidence, they would close their case. 

The defense stated that they had con- 
cluded to offer no evidence on their 
side, whereupon Justice Humphreys 
ruled that the defendant be held to 
answer to the Superior Court to the 
charges preferred against him, and that 
his bond be fixed at $2000.

The Brute Finally Driven Off After a Des- 
perate Fight—Officers on the Trail. 
A Very Peculiar 
Case. 


A villainous assault,. which was evi- 
dently with the intent to ravish, and of 
which Miss Bertha Willoughby was the 
unfortunate victim, was committed on 
Boyle Heights yesterday afternoon. 
Miss Willoughby, who is about 19 
years of age, had been employed as a 
domesticin the residence of Charles 
Young, of the grocery firm of Powers & 
Young, whose home is located at 
No. 2281 East Fourth strect, at the 
corner of Breed. 

Mrs. Young was entertaining a friend, 
and, shortly before 5 o'clock, started 
with this friend to walk to her hus- 
band’s store on First strest. Miss 
Bertha was left alone in the house 
with one of the youngest children. 
Within a short time a man knocked 
at the front door of the house, which 
fronts on Fourth street. The door was 
open at the time, but the wire screen 
door was fastened by a hook on the in- 
side. Miss Bertha came to the door, 
with the child in her arms. 

The man inquired if Mrs. Young was 
in, and the young lady, without unhook- 
ing the door, replied that Mrs. Young 
was out. The man then said: ‘Never 
mind, you are the one I want,’’ and 
dashed a quantity of some kind of liquid 
through the screen at her. The fiuid 
in going through the netting lost most 
of the force with which it was thrown, 
so that nearly allofit landed on her 
clothing, but a few drops striking on 
her chin. 

She was someyhat excited by this 
time, and did net observe whether the 
liquid had any odor. It did not burn or 
otherwise discolor the skin where it 
touched, and it must have been of a 
volatile nature, for notraces of it was 
found afterward. 

At about this time Miss Bertha 
stepped backward with the intention of 
running away,,.but the wretch in some 
mannercutan opening in the screen 
door of a sufficient size so that he could 
reach through and unhook it, and then 
followed after her, catching her by the 
hair. 

She struggled to get away from him, 
and he attempted to force her into a 
bedroom opening from the room where 
they were at the time. 

He was unsuccessful in this attempt, 
but tere offan apron which she wore. 
She defended herself as best she could 
and kept backing away from him, but 
before she could escape he had torn 
away a large portion of her dress. 
Finally, in the course of the struggle 
between them, they reached the rear 
part of the house, and the young lady 
sacceeded in freeing herself fora mo- 
ment from his grasp. Taking advan- 
tage of the opportunity, she hurriedly 
put her clothing in order and ran across 
the street to the house of ex-Policeman 
Edwards, to whom she related what had 
happened. 

The ex-officer immediately went to 
the. house, but could find nothing of the 
assailant. 

The police were promptly notified, 
and a number of officers were soon 
searching the locality. 

It was thought that the man might 
have gone south from the city, and 
Utticer Stephenson and Frank Wil- 
loughby; a brother of the girl, started 
with a horse and rig in that direction. 

They afterward telephoned from 
Downey that they believed they were 
on the right trail. A man who some- 
what answered the description of the 
man wanted had asked fora ride in a 
farm wagon near there. 

According to the description given by 
Miss Willoughby the man who assaulted 
her was about 25 years of age 
and slightly above the average height. 
He had black hair and a small black 
mustache. His eyes were not very 
dark and his face was rather round and 
otherwise of about the average color 
and shape. 

His suit was of a dark color, with 
some sort of checks or light spots. He 
had on a white shirt and a straw hat 
with a wide black band. 

A watch and alsoaring belonging to 
Miss Welloughby were afterward found 
to be missing, and it was thought that 
the assailant had taken them with him. 


THE COMPTON TROUBLE. 


Ne Further Oatbreak Reported— What a 
Parmer Says. 

From indications yesterday it was 

‘thought that the anti-Chinese trouble at 

Compton was at an end. 

At the office ef Cook & Langley, on 
Alameda street, no new developments 
had been heard of. 

Under Sheriff Brooker and two depn- 
ties were at Compton again last night, 
but there was no outbreak up to last ac- 
counts. 

Pp. B. Harris, a fruit-grower near 
Compton, yesterday called at the Times 
office to say that a great majority of 
the farmers denounce the assanuits on 
the Chinese as an outrage. He said 
that the employment of Chinese was a 
necessity. Owing to the financiaistrin- 
gency, fruit cannot be handled at home, 
and when ape Langley offered to ship 
the pears it was a great benefit to the 
growers, who (rolunteered to protect 
the Chinamen, if necessary. Asaresult 
of this agitatation. Mr. Harris said, the 
growers had already lost the sale of 
one carload of pears, and they did-not 
propose to stand this sort of thing. 
The men who are causing the trouble, 
Mr. Harris said. are mostly hoodlums, 
headed by a young saloon-keeper, and 
they -have been offered work, if they 
ean pack pears, but this they cannot do. 
Mr. Harris says the growers intend to 
sell their product, and will afford the 
packers all the protection needed. 


Held Up.a Tamale Man. 

Atamale man known as ‘‘Andtew,”’ 
who stands usually at Main and College 
streets, was robbed early yesterday 
morning. At about o'clock two men, 
one of whom was tall while the other 
was the opposite, approached him, and 
while one held a revolver muzzle to his 
heart the other went through his pock- 
ets.

BREAK FOR FREEDOM. 


Yant’s Bold Attempt te Avoid San Quentin 
Unsuccesstul. 
The San Francisco Examiner of Wed- 
nesday says: | 
‘Dall times on the Water front were 
relieved yesterday Morning by a rtn- 
away. It waen’t one of the usual short- 
line bolts, in which a terrified horse 
manages to upset a few fruit stalls. 
In this instance it Was a bold, bad bur- 
gular that made a break for freedom. 
“The runaway, to whom number 15,- 
526 has since been assigned at San 
Quentin, wasen ronte to the peniten- 
tiary in charge of Deputy Sherif T. L. 
Ducasugies. The pair arrived yester- 
day morning from Los Angeles, and 
the deputy went straicght to the depot 
of the Sausalito ferry with his charge 
in order take the 11:20 ooat. 
“The officer theugyht that he had his 
man well in hand, forthe burglar, Yant 
by name, was not manacied, but hardly 
had the twain gained the ferry waiting- 
ropm when the prisoner turned and 
dashed throughthedoorway. it is very 
evident that Yant did not know which 
direction to take, for before he had 
gone far he turned through the big 
gates of the Clay street dock and made 
for the end of the jetty. 
‘The deputy sheriff was by that time 
in full chase, and as his quarry disap- 
peared through the doorway, he felt 
that he had him, umless Yant chose to 
take to the water. 
“By the time Yant reached the end 
stringer Ducasoglés was within ten feet 
of him. One glance at the water seemed 
to convince the prisoner that safety 
did not lie in that direction. He turned, 
and found a big revolver leveled at his 
head. 
‘‘Up went the burglar’s hands, and he 
promptly roared out, ‘I surrender.’’

Brightening Up. 


A Rift in the Clouds—The Wonderful Recup- 
erative Power of the United States 
is Now Definitely Assert- 
ing Itseff. 


Dun’s Review, a commercial author- 
ity, for the week ending August 19, is 
athand. Inthe customary resume of 

e situation the editor begins with the 

llowing encouraging paragraph: 

“There is a riftin the clouds. Faint, 
and yet definite, signs of improvement 
are all the better because they come, 
not from possibly delusive hopes or from 
Monetary foreign aid, but from the 
Zood sense and the wonderful recuper- 


ative power of the people them- 
selves. Business is trying to go 
ahgad without waiting for Wash- 


ington, Imported gold, $9,000,000 
OF more durjng the week, does not 
go to the right spot, but the people are 
creating a home-made currency for 
themselves by using certified checks in 
paying hands, settling local accounts 
and purchasing grain and cotton. The 
bank circulation has increased $2,000.,- 
OOO, but the decrease on deposits of 
national banks alone, May 4 to July 12, 
was. $193,169,588, and during the 
past month withdrawals have also been 
heavy. Little money comes back as yet 
trom timid hoards, and the paralysis of 
exchange is nearly as complete as ever, 
but that very fact pushes each section 
and city into relying more on itself and 
less .OM government and Wall street. 
Many concerns are failing or closing, 
but resumptions are now becoming 
somewhat frequent, 2nd in the very 
shrinkage of production men see evi- 
dence that demand must soon overtake 
supply.’’ 
After mentioning the great shrinkage 
insuch industries as coal mining and 
iron making, and the manufacture of 
textile fabrics, and the general depre- 
ciation in the price of raw materials, 
the Review calls attention to the fact 
that the decline of railroad earnings 
thus far for August is only 18 per cent. 
PTices for railroad securities have also 
yielded comparatively little, the aver- 
age for the week in question being 
$43.62 against $45.34 for the former 
week. Speculative markets have gen- 
erally declined a fraction, in spite of 
crop. reports, which are not solid 
enough to outweigh the great stocks in 
sight. Cotton fell a quarter of a cent, 
with somewhat better reports of proba- 
ble yield. Wheat drags nearthe lowest 
figures ever known, in spite of decrease 
in visible supply, for, though Western 
receipts are not large, stocks are far 
beyond the power of speculators to 
carry with money markets in their 
present condition. 
corn is decidedly large, with crop pros- 
pects improving. 

Although the treasury at Washington 
has been losing money steadily, it is 
coining small gold as rapidly as possi- 
ble, and issued $5,500,000 additional 
bank notes during the first ‘half of 
August. This, however, is insufficient 
to meet the drain, as rapidly diminish- 
ing receipts are no lof&er enough to 
cover the necessary disbursements. 
The New York Clearing-house has now 
issued $87,880,000 certificates, and 
the Boston Clearing-house $11,200,- 
OOO, but more important relief comes 
from the abatement of the drain upon 
savings banks, and of the demand upon 
other banks for currency .to beused in 
paying the wages of factory operatives 
in the Eastern manufacturing States. 

But this decrease in demand is of it- 
self evidence that industries and trade 
are greatly embarrassed, many works 
having stopped and many hands receiv- 
ing no wages. The more hopeful signs 
which appeag should be interpreted 
with fnll understanding that a genuine 
revival in business cannot begin untila 
larger demand for goods and better coa- 
ditions otherwise enable a greater pro- 
portion of the shops and mills to em- 
ploy and remunerate labor as usual. 
As yet the works closing exceed in num- 
ber those resuming, and the failures 
continue each week to restrict the num- 
ber of firms able to share in the em- 
ployment of hands and the transaction 
of business.
